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Republicans Return to Capitol 
to Face Leadership Mess

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

House Republicans return 
to Washington this week to 
confront a nearly unprec¬ 
edented leadership crisis, 
looming budget deadlines 
and a deeply uncertain fu¬ 
ture. 

Attention is focused on Wis¬ 
consin Rep. Paul Ryan, the 
party's 2012 vice presiden¬ 
tial nominee, who is under 
pressure from Republican 
leaders to run for House 
speaker — a job he repeat¬ 
edly has made clear he 
does not want. 

Even if Ryan yields to his col¬ 
leagues’ pleas, conserva¬ 
tives are increasingly serv¬ 
ing notice that the 45-year- 
old chairman of the power¬ 
ful tax-writing House Ways 
and Means Committee will 
have to audition for the job 
just like anyone else, de¬ 
spite the widespread sup¬ 
port he has. 

That suggests that the 
same hard-liners who 
pushed current Speaker 
John Boehnerto announce 
his resignation and scared 
off his heir apparent. Major¬ 
ity Leader Kevin McCarthy 
could throw up obstacles 
to Ryan, too. 


It also leaves any resolu¬ 
tion unclear for a party that 
seems nearly irreparably 
divided. More than a half- 
dozen lawmakers are con¬ 
sidering running for speak¬ 
er if Ryan does not, even 
as hard-liners warn that 
Boehner risks more rebel¬ 
lions if he stays on past his 
planned departure date of 
Oct. 29. 

“John is a lame duck. There 
was a reason John an¬ 
nounced his resignation," 
said Rep. Mick Mulvaney, 
a leader of the ultracon¬ 
servative House Freedom 
Caucus. “I think Paul does 
have the credibility across 
the conference to be able 
to unite us, but to say he's 
the only one I think is hyper¬ 
bole." 

“It’s not just the conser¬ 
vatives Paul would have 
to convince,” Mulvaney 
added. “Everybody’s in¬ 
terested in a new type of 
leadership." 

The turmoil comes as Con¬ 
gress confronts the need to 
raise the federal borrowing 
limit by early November 
or risk a market-shattering 
default, and delicate talks 
are under way to come 
up with a budget deal to 
avoid a government shut¬ 
down in two months. The

task of raising the debt limit 
is falling ta Boehner. But he 
will have ta tread carefully, 
given Republican abjec¬ 
tions to an increase withaut 
cancessions from President 
Barack Obama — some¬ 
thing the White House is rul¬ 
ing out. 

Rep. Thomas Massie, one of 
the Republican rebels, said 
he would consider forcing 
a vote to push Boehner 
out of the speaker's chair 
if Boehner engages in “ne¬ 
farious activity.” Massie 
defined that as “running 
the tables” on legislation 
not supported by a major¬ 
ity of Republicans. Boehner 
has suggested he wants to 
“clean the barn” before 
leaving Congress so his 
successor does not have a 
lot of unfinished business. 
But Massie said he daesn’t 
draw a “red line” at the 
debt limit. The unrest in 
Cangress caincides with a 


chaotic Republican presi¬ 
dential primary dominated 
by candidates far afield 
from the political estab¬ 
lishment such as billionaire 
Danald Trump, as Republi¬ 
can voters push for action, 
change and confrontation 
with Obama. 

It may be difficult for any 
House speaker to sat¬ 
isfy those demands, with 
Obama still in the White 
House and minority Demo¬ 
crats in the Senate using 
that chamber’s pracedural 
rules to bottle-up legislation 
passed by the majarity-rule 
House. 

For Ryan, who may harbor 
presidential ambitions, the 
job is unlikely to be the best 
stepping-stone. Only four 
speakers or former speak¬ 
ers captured their parties' 
presidential nominations, 
and just one won the White 
House — former Speaker 
James Palk in 1844.Q

In New England, low heating 
oii prices may buy some time

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

New England is getting an¬ 
other break on heating oil 
prices this winter, with po¬ 
tential savings of hundreds 
of dollars per customer, 
providing breathing room 
for a region with some of 
the nation’s highest ener¬ 
gy costs. But some officials 
worry lower prices will lead 
to complacency on efforts 
to improve efficiency. Low 
oil and propane prices al¬ 
ready have made it more 
difficult for gas distribution 
companies that are try¬ 
ing to expand their service 
areas in the region. Sales 
of energy-efficient auto¬ 
mated pellet furnaces also 
have flagged because of 
lower oil prices. “It’s been 
a slow year for getting resi¬ 
dential customers to con¬ 
vert," said Peter Bottom- 
ley, of Maine Natural Gas, 
which expects customer 
growth this year of 4 per¬ 
cent, compared with 15 
percent the year before. 
“Residential homeowners 
are willing to wait until the 
moment when they can 
see instant savings.” Oil pric¬ 
es cratered late last winter, 
providing an unexpected 
windfall of hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars to energy 
consumers in New Eng¬ 
land, where the number 
of homes using heating oil 
ranges from 32 percent in 
Massachusetts to nearly 70 
percent in Maine, the state 
that’s most dependent 
on heating oil. The trend is 
expected to continue this 
winter, putting even more 
money in people’s pock- 
etbooks and smoothing 
over price spikes caused 
by inadequate natural gas 
pipeline capacity in New 
England, officials say. The 
latest Maine survey put the 
average heating oil price 
at close to $2 per gallon, 
about 50 cents lower than 
the same time a year ago. 
A combination of lower 
energy prices and a fore¬ 
cast for a warmer winter 
will mean savings of 18 per¬ 
cent for propane users and 
25 percent for heating oil 
users over last winter, ac¬ 
cording to the Energy Infor¬ 
mation Administration. 


That’s music to the ears of 
John Reinhardt, who runs 
a bed and breakfast in a 
139-year-old Victorian-style 
home in Wiscasset. 

Last year, Reinhardt saved 
$1,500 to $2,000 through a 
combination of lower oil 
prices, use of wood for sup¬ 
plemental heat and keep¬ 
ing the thermostat at 58 or 
60 degrees. This year, he’s 
hoping for savings of up to 
an additional $1,000. 

“I know that if I do the 
same thing this year that I 
did last year, then I should 
rack up more savings in 
oil," Reinhardt said. “I think 
it’ll be another good year." 
Lower energy costs aren’t 
keeping all consumers from 
making changes. Instal¬ 
lation of home solar proj¬ 
ects, for example, has not 
slowed down this year, said 
Phil Coupe, co-founder of 
Re-Vision Energy, the larg¬ 
est installer of home solar 
systems in Maine and New 
Hampshire. But there are 
concerns about compla¬ 
cency. Back when heating 
oil cost $3.50 per gallon a 
few years ago, heating oil 
users were scrambling to 
switch to natural gas, Bot- 
tomley said. If they wait 
until heating oil prices 
spike again, then the flood 
of customers seeking to 
switch could overwhelm 
suppliers, he said. Looking 
to the future. New England 
governors are working to 
boost natural gas capac¬ 
ity to avoid energy spikes 
caused by shortages dur¬ 
ing times of peak demand, 
requiring the use of older, 
costly plants that use ker¬ 
osene and heating oil as 
fuel sources. That becomes 
even more important with 
news that Pilgrim Nuclear 
Power Station will close 
by June 2019, reducing 
the region’s electric sup¬ 
ply by 680 megawatts. It’s 
assumed that natural gas- 
powered plants will fill the 
gap, since wind power and 
solar can’t make the dif¬ 
ference, officials say. Five 
New England states have 
agreed that electric utili¬ 
ties can help fund natural 
gas pipelines, potentially 
providing more money for 
future infrastructure invest¬ 
ments. □

PLANO, Texas (AP) — Six 

Republican presidential 
candidates made persan- 
al appeals Sunday to thou¬ 
sands ot Christian conser¬ 
vatives at a megachurch 
in suburban Dallas, under¬ 
scoring the importance ot 
the evangelical vote. 
Conservative tea party 
and home-state tavor- 
ite Sen. Ted Cruz, retired 
neurosurgeon Ben Car- 
son, former Arkansas Gov. 
Mike Huckobee and for¬ 
mer Pennsylvania Sen. Rick 
Santorum were speaking 
during a four-hour forum 
at the Prestonwood Baptist 
Church in Plano which or¬ 
ganizers said was attended 
by at least 7,000 people. 
Front-runner Donald Trump 
didn't attend. 

Cruz, Huckabee and San¬ 
torum already enjoy strong 
support from churchgoers, 
as does Carson, whose un¬ 
orthodox campaign has 
been buoyed for years by 
religious conservatives. 
Prestonwood claims near¬ 
ly 40,000 members over 
three Dallas-area campus¬ 
es. Also appearing were 


Former Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush and former Flewlett- 
Packard CEO Carly Fiorina, 
bath of whom would like 
to boost their appeal to 
evangelical Republicans. 
“Everyone was invited to 
come but we believe the 
right people are in the 
room today,” said pastor 
Jack Graham, who inter¬ 
viewed all the candidates 
about the importance of 
faith in their lives. Fie iden¬ 
tified those gathered as 
evangelicals whom he 
called “Ghristians who be¬ 
lieve the Bible.” Santorum 
subsequently declared 
himself an “evangelical 
Catholic.” 

Cruz said faith in America 
“was under assault” and 
pointed to the Supreme 
Court ruling legalizing gay 
marriage, and to business¬ 
es that he said had faced 
boycotts because they op¬ 
posed same-sex weddings 
on religious grounds. 

“I believe that 2016 is go¬ 
ing to be a religious-liberty 
election,” Cruz said to rau¬ 
cous applause. “As these 
threats grow darker and 
darker and darker, they 
are waking people up here 


in Texas and all across this 
country.” 

Fiorina was more subdued, 
saying her faith was once 
“a little abstract” since “I 


came to think of God as 
a CEO of a big enterprise. 
Fie was in charge, but he 
couldn’t possibly know ev¬

FORT MYERS, Florida (AP) 

— Police say a shooting 
at the annual ZombiCon 
gathering in Florida has 
left one person dead and 


five more inured, causing 
a chaotic scene that sent 
throngs of zombie-dressed 
revelers running through 
the streets. 


The shooting happened 
around 11:45 p.m. Sat¬ 
urday night, just 15 min¬ 
utes before the event of¬ 
ficially ended. However, 
large crowds were still in 
the streets and authorities 
quickly cleared out near¬ 
by bars and set up crime 
scene tape, while others 
patrolled the area with 
rifles searching for a sus¬ 
pect. 

Fort Myers Police Lt. Vic¬ 
tor Medico said Expovious 
Tyrell Taylor, o 20-year-old 
who played football at o 
local junior college, died 
at the scene, but no other 
details about his death 
were released. 

Four others were taken to 
the hospital with non-life 
threatening injuries and 
one additional victim re¬ 
fused medical attention, 
authorities said. 


Authorities said the suspect 
or suspects is still at large 
and did not release any in¬ 
formation about a possible 
motive. 

"There were a lot of wit¬ 
nesses down here, there 
were o lot of people tak¬ 
ing pictures, videos with 
their cellphone," Medico 
told the News-Press. "Any¬ 
thing that could help with 
this investigation would be 
greatly appreciated." 
Police did not immediately 
return email and phone 
coll messages on Sunday 
seeking additional details. 
Medico told reporters the 
agency hod been inun¬ 
dated with national media 
requests and would not 
be making any comments 
"as we tirelessly investigate 
this incident and gather as 
many facts as possible." 
The annual festival hod 


been expected to draw 
more than 20,000 fans 
dressed as zombies, the 
newspaper said. Medico 
said the scene was de¬ 
scribed os "shoulder to 
shoulder." 

Jill Stancel said she heard 
the shots and then saw 
people running from the 
downtown barbershop 
owned by her family. She 
and her family let several 
frightened witnesses in¬ 
side the shop, where they 
quickly locked the door. 

"I was right here," she said. 
"A mass of people ran 
screaming and trying to 
get in the shop." 

Stancel was raised in the 
area and said she doesn't 
think the downtown area 
is dangerous, but said 
the shooting will be in the 
back of her mind at future 
events. □ 


6-year-old boy fatally shoots 3-year-old brother in Chicago

CHICAGO (AP) — A 6-year- 
old boy accidentally shot 
and killed his 3-year-old 
brother while playing 
“cops and robbers" with a 
gun their father told inves¬ 
tigators he hod obtained 
illegally from a gang mem¬ 
ber, Chicago police said 
Sunday. 

Police said the two boys 


were playing Saturday 
evening when the older 
boy reached on top of the 
refrigerator and grabbed 
the loaded handgun and 
then accidentally shot 
3-year-old Elan Santiago 
in the face. The boy was 
rushed to o hospital, where 
he died later that night. 
Police subsequently ar¬ 
rested the boys' father, 
25-year-old Michael San¬ 


tiago, on a felony child 
endangerment charge. 
During a court hearing on 
Sunday, Assistant State's 
Attorney Joseph DiBello 
said that Santiago bought 
the gun off the street, kept 
it “wrapped in pajama 
pants on top of the refrig¬ 
erator” and even showed 
the boy where the gun 
was. 

“He kept the gun for pro¬ 


tection because he was a 
former gang member who 
snitched on a gang mem¬ 
ber in a murder trial,” the 
Chicago Tribune reported 
DiBella os saying in court. 
Santiago hod told police 
about the gun in a video¬ 
taped confession, DiBella 
said. 

Judge James Brown set 
Santiago's bail at $75,000. 
Santiago was represented 


by the county public de¬ 
fender’s office. The office 
was closed on Sunday and 
could not be reached for 
comment. Police Superin¬ 
tendent Garry McCarthy 
said the cose tragically il¬ 
lustrates o point he has 
been making for years 
about how a major cause 
of much of Chicago’s vio¬ 
lent crime is the flood of il¬ 
legal guns into the city.Q

Car buying fuels bump in September retail sales

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans spent cau¬ 
tiously at retailers in Sep¬ 
tember, with stepped-up 
spending tor cars, clothes 
and restaurants tempered 
by sales declines for gaso¬ 
line, building materials and 
online outlets. 

Retail sales rose just 0.1 per¬ 
cent last month after being 
unchanged in August, the 
Commerce Department 
said Wednesday. Over the 
past 12 months, soles have 
climbed 2.4 percent. 

Auto purchases shot up 
1.8 percent in September, 
while spending rose 0.7 
percent at restaurants and 
0.9 percent at clothiers. 
More Americans are buy¬ 
ing cars and dining out as 
the U.S. economy has en¬ 
tered its seventh straight 
year of expansion. Spend¬ 
ing increased amid a surge 
in hiring — 2.8 million jobs 
in the past year — that has 
slowed in recent months. 
The slowdown, caused 
largely by global pressures, 
has raised questions about 
whetherretail sales and 
consumer demand can 
sustain economic growth in 


the coming months. 

The September re¬ 
tail sales report hinted at 
lukewarm demand, with 
spending unchanged for 
the month once autos and 
gasoline sales are exclud¬ 
ed. 

“The latest report on U.S. re¬ 
tail sales activity was down- 
beat," said Jennifer Lee, a 
senior economist at BMO 
Capital Markets. “Consum¬ 
ers continued to eat out, 
but electronics failed to 
get a boost, even with the 
launch of the new iPhone 
6s and 6s Plus." 

But Ian Shepherdson, chief 
economist at Pantheon 
Macroeconomics, noted 
that imported electronics 
and clothing have also be¬ 
come cheaper because of 
the stronger dollar, caus¬ 
ing sales volume to look 
artificially lower despite 
a continued appetite for 
these goods. 

Auto dealers enjoyed a 
busy September. The in¬ 
dustry said it sold 1.44 mil¬ 
lion cars and light trucks 
last month, up 15.8 percent 
from a year ago. Buyers 
took advantage of low 
rates for auto loans and 
incentives over the Labor 


Day weekend to unload 
cars before the new mod¬ 
el-year vehicles arrive at 
dealerships. 

People are also splurging 
more frequently at restau¬ 
rants and bars. Yet over¬ 
all retail sales have been 
muted for much of this 
year. 

Spending at gasoline sta¬ 
tions plunged 3.2 percent 
in September because 


of lower energy pric¬ 
es. Sales at service stations 
have dived 19.7 percent 
from a year ago as drivers 
no longer need to spend as 
much on gas. 

Prices at the pump have 
fallen nearly 28 percent 
over the past year to $2.31 
a gallon, according to 
AAA. 

Analysis by the JPMorgan 
Chase Institute suggests 


that consumers spent 80 
cents of every dollar saved, 
with the largest shares go¬ 
ing to restaurants and gro¬ 
cery stores. 

Purchases at building sup¬ 
ply stores also fell for the 
second straight month in 
September, potentially 
suggesting that hous¬ 
ing sales might retreat 
from the summer’s fran¬ 
tic sales pace.Q

US confirms oirstrike in Syria kiiied oi-Qaido commander 
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Israel: Assailant opens fire on bus station, soldier killed

JERUSALEM (AP) — An 

Arab attacker armed with 
a gun and a knife opened 
fire in a southern Israel bus 
station on Sunday, police 
said, killing an Israeli soldier 
and wounding 10 people 
in one of the boldest at¬ 
tacks yet in a monthlong 
wave of violence. 

The attack came as Israel 
further tightened security 
around the country, high¬ 
lighted by the construc¬ 
tion of a barrier separating 
Jewish and Arab neigh¬ 
borhoods in east Jerusa¬ 
lem. In a bid to halt the 
fighting, U.S. Secretary of 
State John Kerry said he 
would meet the Israeli and 
Palestinian leaders in the 
coming days. 

Israel has deployed thou¬ 
sands of police, backed 
up by troops, to maintain 
order following a spate of 
attacks, mostly stabbings, 
by Palestinian assailants. 
Those measures have so 
far failed to stop the vio¬ 
lence. 

In Sunday night’s attack, 
police said the Arab as¬ 
sailant entered the central 


bus station in the southern 
city of Beersheba and be¬ 
gan shooting and stab¬ 
bing people. They said an 
Israeli soldier was killed, 
five police were lightly 
wounded and five civilians 
were wounded to varying 
degrees. 

Yoram Halevy, a police 
commander in southern 
Israel, told reporters that in 
addition to the knife and 
gun he entered with, the 
attacker also snatched a 
weapon from the soldier 
he killed. 

The attacker, whose iden¬ 
tity was not immediately 
known, was shot and killed. 
A foreigner was shot by po¬ 
lice during the attack after 
they apparently mistook 
him for an assailant. Ha¬ 
levy said security forces re¬ 
sponding to the attack en¬ 
tered the bus station from 
another area and saw a 
"foreign national," shooting 
and wounding him. 

Israeli media said the for¬ 
eigner was an Eritrean na¬ 
tional living in Israel.

tion. Security camera foot¬ 
age from the bus station 
aired on Israeli TV showed 
what appeared to be a 
civilian shooting the at¬ 
tacker as soldiers and ci¬ 
vilians crouched for cover 
nearby. 

The attack was one of 
the most serious incidents 


amid near-daily bouts of 
violence that has hit Israel 
and the Palestinian territo¬ 
ries over the past month. 
After the attack, a crowd 
of Israelis gathered outside 
the bus station and chant¬ 
ed "death to Arabs." 

The unrest erupted in Jeru¬ 
salem a month ago over 


tensions surrounding a Je¬ 
rusalem holy site sacred to 
Jews and Muslims. It soon 
spread to Arab neighbor¬ 
hoods of east Jerusalem 
and then to the West Bank, 
Gaza and Israel. 

Israel has struggled to con¬

Thousands stranded on new migrant route through Europe

OPATOVAC, Croatia (AP) 

— Tension was building 
among thousands of mi¬ 
grants as they remained 
stranded in fog and cold 
weather in the Balkans on 
Sunday in their quest to 
reach a better life in West¬ 
ern Europe, a day after 
Hungary closed its border 
with Croatia and the flow 
of people was redirected 
to a much slower route via 
Slovenia. 

Tiny Slovenia has said it will 
only take in 2,500 people 
a day, significantly stalling 
the movement of people 
as they fled their countries 
in the Middle East, Asia and 
Africa. On Saturday, more 
than 6,000 people reached 
Croatia, but most of them 
were stuck in the country 
as well as in neighboring 


Serbia on Sunday— and 
thousands kept on arriving. 
On the Serbian-Croatian 
border, tensions flared and 
scuffles erupted as hun¬ 
dreds of irritated migrants 
faced a cordon of Croa¬ 
tian policemen preventing 
them from entry. 

The Balkan migrant route 
switched to Slovenia early 
Saturday after Hungary's 
right-wing government 
closed its border to Croatia 
for the influx, citing secu¬ 
rity concerns and saying it 
wants to protect the Euro¬ 
pean Union from an uncon¬ 
trolled flow of people. 
Slovenian officials said 
they can't accept 5,000 
migrants per day as asked 
by Croatia, which is likely to 
cause a further backlog in 
the flow. Interior Ministry of¬ 
ficial Bostjan Sefic said Slo¬ 
venia can't take more than 


neighboring Austria, which 
said it can accept 1,500 
per day. 

“If we would accept 5,000 
migrants per day that 
would mean 35,000 would 
be in Slovenia in 10 days," 
Sefic said, taking into ac¬ 
count those who leave for 
Austria. “That would be un¬ 
acceptable." 

Slovenia said Sunday it 
won't allow entry to about 
1,800 migrants on a train 
from Croatia after more 
than 2,000 people have al¬ 
ready entered in one day. 
Some 5,000 other migrants 
will have to spend a cold 
night in a camp in Opato- 
vac, eastern Croatia, be¬ 
fore they can head toward 
Slovenia, the next step on 
their journey toward richer 
EU states, such as Germany 
or Sweden. 

Across the border in Serbia, 
thousands of people have 
been sitting in some 50 bus¬ 
es since early hours Sunday 
waiting to cross to Croatia. 
More are expected to ar¬ 
rive during the day. 


“We are waiting here 4 
hours on the bus," said Mu¬ 
hammad Samin from Af¬ 
ghanistan. “The weather is 
too cold. We wear lots of 
shirts. The children are also 
in the cold. No food." 

The United Nations refugee 
agency warned that Hun¬ 
gary's decision to close its 
border for migrants has in¬ 
creased their suffering and 
could lead to a backlog 
down the so-called Balkan 
route that goes from Turkey 
through Greece, Macedo¬ 
nia, Serbia and Croatia. 
Babar Baloch, regional 
spokesman for Central Eu¬ 
rope for the U.N. High Com¬ 
missioner for Refugees, 
said the new migrant route 
through Slovenia has signifi¬ 
cantly prolonged their al¬ 
ready weeks-long journey. 
“The decision by Hungary 
to close its border has cer¬ 
tainly added to the suf¬ 
fering and misery and the 
length of the journey for 
these desperate people," 
Baloch said. “There will be 
challenges if the process 


becomes slow or we have 
a backlog of people." 

The Hungarian border 
closure is the latest dem¬ 
onstration of EU's uncoor¬ 
dinated response to the 
surge of people reach¬ 
ing its borders. More than 
600,000 people, mostly Syr¬ 
ians, have reached Europe 
since the beginning of this 
year. 

Hungary decided to close 
the border with Croatia 
after EU leaders last week 
failed to agree on a plan 
backed by Hungary to 
send EU forces to block 
migrants from reaching 
Greece from Turkey. It did 
the same on Sept. 15 on 
the border with Serbia after 
erecting a razor wire fence 
on both frontiers.

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Afri¬ 
can countries on Sunday 
dismissed an early draft 
of a U.N. climate accord 
os “unbalanced” and de¬ 
manded amendments to 
even consider it at the final 
negotiating session before 
a landmark conference in 
Paris. 

The move by the African 
bloc came on the eve of 
week-long talks in Bonn, 
Germany, on what's envi¬ 
sioned to become the most 
ambitious agreement ever 
to fight global warming. 
Delegates on Monday 
were supposed to start line- 
by-line editing a 20-page 
draft that contains multiple 
options on how to reduce 
the greenhouse gas emis¬ 


sions that scientists say are 
warming the planet. 

But the African countries, 
many of which ore among 
the most vulnerable to cli¬ 
mate impacts such as de¬ 
sertification and sea level 
rise, said the draft “cannot 
be used as a basis for nego¬ 
tiation, as it is unbalanced, 
and does not reflect the Af¬ 
rican Group positions, and 
crosses the group’s red- 
lines.” 

Group spokesman Seyni 
Nofo told The Associated 
Press that the African coun¬ 
tries want more emphasis 
on financial support to help 
poor countries cope with 
climate change. 

Nafo said the group was 
confident that it would be 
allowed to make additions 
to the text before negotia¬ 


tions get underway. 

“Our position is not to de¬ 
lay work, but to ensure that

there’s a fair basis for all,” 
he said. 

Some 150 countries — in¬ 


cluding top emitters China, 
the United States, the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and India — 
hove already made volun¬ 
tary pledges to cut or curb 
their emissions after 2020, 
when the deal is supposed 
to take effect. 

But several analyses show 
those pledges won’t be 
enough to prevent levels 
of warming that many con¬ 
sider dangerous, so a key 
element of the Paris deal 
would be o mechanism to 
raise those commitments 
over time. “We don't wont 
to make a picture, we wont 
to make a movie,” Nether¬ 
lands climate envoy Michel 
Rentenaar said, insisting 
that the Paris agreement 
cannot freeze the current 
level of ambition on cli¬ 
mate action. a 


Venezuela buys 25% stake in Antigua and Barbuda oil company 


ST. JOHN’S, Antigua (AP) — 

Venezuela announced Sat¬ 
urday that its state-owned 
oil company will buy o 25 
percent stake in West In¬ 
dies Oil Co. and that it will 
establish a regional bank 
with the Antigua and Bar¬ 
buda government to fund 
a new resort. 

The announcement came 
during a visit to Antigua by 
Venezuelan President Nico¬ 
las Moduro, who was on a 


whirlwind weekend Carib¬ 
bean tour that included 
stops at three other nations 
— Suriname, St. Lucia and 
Grenada. He was meeting 
with their leaders to discuss 
economic and social de¬ 
velopment initiatives. 
Venezuelan officials said 
the regional bank would 
finance the new Simon Bo¬ 
livar Resort Hotel and other 
development projects us¬ 
ing resources generated by 


the Petrocoribe program, 
which provides low-cost 
oil financing to Caribbe¬ 
an and Central American 
countries and invests in so¬ 
cial development projects. 
Executives at Venezuela’s 
state oil company, Petro- 
leos de Venezuela SA, said 
the purchase of a stake in 
West Indies Oil Co. was just 
the beginning of “joint in¬ 
vestments” between the 
countries. 


The Caribbean nations vis¬ 
ited by Moduro are mem¬ 
bers of the Petrocoribe pro¬ 
gram, which critics say has 
lost effectiveness with the 
drop in oil prices. 

Last March, Barclays ana¬ 
lysts estimated Venezu¬ 
ela had cut the program’s 
daily oil shipments in half, 
to 200,000 barrels from 
400,000. 

Moduro defended the 
program Saturday, saying 


Venezuela is looking to in¬ 
crease cooperation with its 
Caribbean neighbors. 

“Petrocoribe is a reality 
and it is our starting point, 
our foundation to build a 
powerful economic zone,” 
Moduro said. 

Antigua and Barbuda Prime 
Minister Gaston Browne 
said that he and Moduro 
“agreed to work in various

— Lexi Thompson broke out 
of o crowded pock Sunday 
to win the LPGA KEB Mono 
Bonk Championship for her 
second victory of the year 
and sixth overall. 

The 20-year-old American 
closed with o 3-under 69 to 
beat Taiwan’s Yoni Tseng 
and South Korea’s Sung 
Hyun Pork by o stroke on 
Sky 72’s Ocean Course. 

“It’s very satisfying.” 
Thompson said. “I always 
look forward to coming 
bock to South Korea and 
playing in front of these 
amazing fans. I love Sky 
72. It’s a great golf course. 
Getting a win, it means so 
much.” 

Lydia Ko missed a chance 
to take the top spot in the 
world from South Korean 
star Inbee Park, finishing 
with a 72 that dropped the 
18-year-old South Korean- 
born New Zealander into 
a tie for fourth at 13 under 
with South Korea’s Amy 
Yang and American Geri- 
na Piller. 

Yang birdied the final nine 
holes for a 62. She became 
the first player in tour history 
to close with nine straight 
birdies, tied the record for 
consecutive birdies set by 
Beth Daniel in 1999, broke 
the nine-hole mark for rela¬ 
tion to par at 9 under and 
matched the record for 
the lowest total at 27. Yang 
also tied the course record 
set by Sung Hyun Park on 
Thursday. 

“I don’t know what just 
happened. Just can’t be¬ 
lieve,” Yang said. “Shots 
were great. Early in the 
week I was shaky, but I 
don’t know, this back nine 


was crazy good.” 
Thompson took a two- 
stroke lead with a birdie on 
the short par-4 15th. She 
drove to the right of the 
green and hit a flop shot to 
8 feet. 

“When I went for that green 
and I saw my ball bounce 
over. I’m like, ‘Probably 
not going to be the best 
chip shot, or the easiest,” 
Thompson said. “But I love 
hitting flop shots out of the 
rough. I just opened the 
blade wide open and just 
took a big swing at it. I fig¬ 
ured, at worst, it would run 
through the fringe but have 
a straight uphill putt.”

After a disastrous 
race a week ago, Kens- 
eth’s team arrived at Kan¬ 
sas knowing a victory this 
weekend or next weekend 
at unpredictable Tallade¬ 
ga might be the only way 
he could make it to the fi¬ 
nal eight in the “eliminator” 
round of the playoffs. 

That’s why Kenseth was do¬ 
ing everything possible to 
block Logano. 

“I’m really disappointed," 
Kenseth said. “I was run¬ 
ning the lane he wanted 
to run in, but my goodness, 
isn’t this racing? Strategi¬ 
cally, I think it wasn’t the 
smartest move on his part. 
He’ll probably sleep good 
tonight. I hope he enjoys 
that one. It’s not what I 


would have done.” 

Kenseth wound up leading 
a race-high 153 laps, but 
his wild ride with a handful 
to go dropped him to 14th 
in the race and, more im¬ 
portantly, last among the 
12 drivers in the title race. 
“I’m sure we’ll talk about 
it,” Logano said after hop¬ 
ping out of his No. 22 Ford. 
“I just felt like I raced hard. 
I got fenced twice. I wasn’t 
going to put up with it.” 

Uh, Joey, you sure about 
that chat? 

“I won’t talk to Joey. I don’t 
have anything to talk to 
him about,” Kenseth said. 
“I’m one of the only guys 
that I think hasn’t been into 
it yet with Joey, and I’ve 
always raced him with a 
ton of respect. I’ve actu¬ 
ally been one of his biggest 
fans. I’m certainly not any¬ 
more.” 

Already eliminated from 
contention, Jimmie John¬ 
son had a strong car all 
day and wound up be¬ 
hind Hamlin in third. Kasey 
Kahne was fourth, fol¬ 
lowed by Chase drivers 
Kyle Busch and Kurt Busch.

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Djokovic caps successful China swing with Shanghai titie

SHANGHAI (AP) — Novak 
Djokovic wore a red shirt in 
his matches at the Shang¬ 
hai Masters this week to 
connect with his Chinese 
tons and perhaps give him¬ 
self a little boost. 

“I know it’s a lucky nation¬ 
al color, so it’s my lucky 
charm,” he said. 

With the way he domi¬ 
nated, he didn’t need 
any luck. Djokovic defeat¬ 
ed Jo-Wilfried Tsongo of 
France 6-2, 6-4 to capture 
the ninth title of his impres¬ 
sive season in Shanghai on 
Sunday, a week after he 
triumphed at the China 
Open in Beijing for the sixth 
time in six appearances. 
He didn’t drop a set at 
either tournament, only 
once being pushed to a 
tiebreaker, and extended 
his winning streak to 17 
straight matches dating 
bock to his championship 
run at the U.S. Open. 

“This has been the best two 
weeks of my life, my ca¬ 
reer,” the top-ranked Serb 
said. “Energy-wise, I was 
great. I didn’t get tired. I 
always had plenty of inten¬ 
sity, concentration, a high 
performance level from 
the first match in Beijing to 
today’s match.” Tsongo 
come into the match lead¬ 
ing the tournament with 
64 aces, but Djokovic re¬ 
turned so effectively that 
he broke the Frenchman 
three times and held him 
to zero aces in the open¬ 
ing set. 

Tsongo played more ag¬ 
gressively in the second 
set, but still had to fight 
off five break points until 
Djokovic was finally able to 
convert on his sixth when 
the Frenchman double- 
faulted while serving at 
4-all. Djokovic then served 
out the match.

In terms of 
the quality of his tennis in 
China this year, though, 
the Serb said he’s never 
felt as confident. “I mean, 
only one set where I got 
o tiebreak in two weeks is 
quite incredible,” he said. 
“So I’m very, very pleased 
with the way I’ve played.” 
Having a lot of fan support 
certainly helps. His Chinese 
supporters packed the sta¬ 
dium on Sunday with Ser¬ 
bia flags, and as Djokovic 
noted earlier this week 
some hove even given 
themselves Serbian names 
and are learning his coun¬ 
try’s national anthem. 
Djokovic thanked them for 
their support by writing a 
different Chinese charac- 


match (“love” and “for¬ 
tune” are two of his favor¬ 
ites) and trying some Man¬ 
darin in his victory speech. 
“I need to work on my 
phrases more because 
I’ve been saying the some 
thing for too many years,” 
he said with a laugh. 

But it’s not just Chino where 
he has been winning this 
year — it’s just about ev¬ 
erywhere. 

Among his accomplish¬ 
ments, with the Paris Mas¬ 
ters and ATP Finals in Lon¬ 
don still left to play: 

— Djokovic became one 
of three men to play in all 
four Grand Slam finals in o 
single season in the Cpen 
era, joining Roger Federer 
and Rod Laver. (Laver, 
coincidentally, was in the 
stands to watch Djokovic’s 
win on Sunday.) 

— With wins in Beijing and 
Shanghai, he surpassed 
$16 million in prize money, 
the highest ever by a play¬ 
er in o single season.

Golovkin gave o slight bow 
and apologized to David 
Lemieux otter hitting him 
while he was on the can¬ 
vas in the fifth round of their 
middleweight title fight. 
Golovkin could afford fo be 
magnanimous. Everything 
else he did was nearly per- 
tect Saturday night when 
he staked his claim os box¬ 
ing's best before a sold-out 
crowd on the big stage of 
Madison Square Garden. 

In a coming ouf party of 
sorts, Golovkin battered 
Lemieux at will before ref¬ 
eree Sfeve Griffith merci¬ 
fully sfopped the fight in 
the eighth round with the 
Canadian taking a beat¬ 
ing on the ropes. It was yet 
another impressive pertor- 
monce from a fighter many 
ore starting to notice os he 
knocks out almost every¬ 
one who steps in the ring 
with him. 

More important, it sets up a 
possible bout that has box¬ 
ing fans salivating: Triple G 
against the winner ot the 
Nov. 21 middleweight title 
clash between Canelo Al¬ 
varez and Miguel Cotto. 
“This fight puts him at the 
next level,” promoter Tom 
Loeffler said. “He's at the 
top of fhe sporf. There's 
probably only one ofher 
fighfer now who can fill 


Madison Square Garden 
and that is Cotto." 

The bout wowed a crowd 
ot 20,548 that included 
Republican presidential 
front-runner Donald Trump. 
Former middleweight 
champion Bernard Hopkins 
has seen a lot in his years in 
the sport, and believes the 
man who beat the fighter 
he was promoting is some¬ 
thing special. 

“He's poisonous," Hopkins 
said.

Golovkin was both those 
things against Lemieux, 
taking his time in an ef¬ 
ficient performance that 
saw him land 51 percent of 
his punches.

and the wild rights that 
Lemieux was hoping would 
turn the fight around never 
landed solidly. 

When the fight was over 
and the punches had been 
tallied Golovkin had land¬ 
ed 280 punches to 89 for 
Lemieux. It was Golovkin's 
first pay-per-view bout. 

“I told you this was a very 
important fight," he said. 
“I give my fans and friends 
a big show. Thank you, my 
fans. Thank you, my peo¬ 
ple." 

Golovkin plans to be ring¬ 
side in Las '/egos for the 
Alvarez-Cotto fight next 
month, with the hope of 
meefing fhe winner in the 
spring. 

That bout, if it happens, 
would likely be on Cinco de 
Mayo weekend, which in 
the past has been reserved 
tor Floyd Moyweather Jr. 
fights. 

With Moyweather now re¬ 
tired, the middleweight di¬ 
vision could be in the spot¬ 
light. Golovkin, who has 
had trouble coaxing fight¬ 
ers in the ring against him, 
is suddenly a very market¬ 
able fighter. With millions of 
dollars at stake, some may 
take the challenge against 
the devastating puncher. 
“At least now nobody con 
use the excuse they can't 
get paid to fight Gennady,"

“This victory will do my con¬ 
fidence a world of good. 
Beating Angelique and 
my win over Venus in the 
semifinals proves I can still 
play at the top level and, 
if I work hard, maybe I can 
win a Grand Slam nexf 
year,” said Jankovic, a wild 
card enfry. 

Kerber's serve deserted her 
midway through the match 
with tour double toults at 
crucial stages in the sec¬ 
ond set. Both players trad¬ 
ed service breaks twice to 
go to a tiebreaker where 
Jankovic held her nerve.

BETHLEHEM, Pa. (AP) — 

Christmas won't come 
early this year, but the gifts 
might. 

Just in time for the winter 
holiday shopping season, 
Amazon, Wal-Mart, Ma- 
cy’s and other retailers are 
working behind the scenes 
to moke sure they can de¬ 
liver online orders to shop¬ 
pers faster. 

Retailers are building big¬ 
ger warehouses —some 
the size of 20 football fields 
— to handle shipments. 
They’re also sending orders 
to shoppers directly from 
their stores and using so¬ 
phisticated software that 
tells them the quickest, 
cheapest way to get or¬ 
ders shipped. And Amazon 
is cutting the time it takes 
to process an order from 
hours to minutes by using 
robots to pull items for ship¬ 
ment in its warehouses. 

It’s a race for time by retail¬ 
ers as more people shop 
online. U.S. online sales 
are expected to increase 
12 percent to $371 billion 
this year, accounting for 
10 percent of overall re¬ 
tail sales, says Forrester Re¬ 
search. But as online shop¬ 
ping grows, so does the im¬ 
patience of shoppers who 
want their orders fast. 
Traditional brick-and- 
mortar stores are trying to 
catch up to Amazon.com, 
which set the standard 
for speed with its two-day 
delivery for members of its 
Prime loyalty program who 
pay $99 a year. But even 
Amazon feels pressure to 
please customers who 
have little tolerance for 
lengthy delivery waits. 

“I would like to plan ahead, 
but I’ve been able to wait 
until the last minute to get 
things done,” said Keri Ear¬ 
ly, a Clyde, Illinois, resident 
who orders from Amazon

frequently. 

For many retailers, the goal 
to meet the demands 
of shoppers like Early for 
speedy service is to make 
two-day delivery standard. 
That’s half the average for 
standard delivery for the 
top 40 online retailers, ac¬ 
cording to data company 
StellaService. But most are 
stopping short of guaran¬ 
teeing customers faster de¬ 
liveries. 

Wal-Mart says it aims to get 
packages to shoppers who 
get standard shipping with¬ 
in two days for a majority of 
the U.S. this holiday season. 
The retailer now uses 83 
of its more than 4,500 U.S. 
stores to ship to customers. 
The world’s largest retailer 
also is spending $1.2 bil¬ 
lion to $1.5 billion in online 
investments this year and 
$1.1 billion next year. That's 
up from last year’s $1 bil¬ 
lion. The investments are 
squeezing profit: Wal-Mart 
stock tumbled Wednesday 
after it warned earnings 
would be down as much 


as 12 percent next year in 
part because of its heavy 
spending on e-commerce. 
Still, Wal-Mart is spending to 
stay competitive with on¬ 
line rivals. Since last year, 
the world’s largest retailer 
has opened five ware¬ 
houses across the country 
in Bethlehem, Pennsylva¬ 
nia; Fort Worth, Texas; Plain- 
field, Indiana; and Atlanta 
to handle online orders. 
Next year, Wal-Mart plans 
to open another center in 
southern California, one 
in Dallas and two more in 
Florida. 

The new warehouses each 
will ship hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of orders daily, four 
to five times its dozens of 
existing smaller warehous¬ 
es. Each new warehouse 
has several million items, 
five times the network of 
older warehouses. That will 
enable Wal-Mart to offer 
more consolidated orders 
arriving in fewer boxes. 

“This is going to allow us to 
be more efficient, to do it 
faster, to do it cheaper and

be more accurate with the 
orders, which is important 
with the customers,” said 
Greg Foran, CEO of Wal- 
Mart’s U.S. business. 

One of Wal-Mart’s two 
Bethlehem warehouses 
opened in July and is con¬ 
sidered the retailer’s crown 
jewel. It has two towers with 
four stories of the fastest 
moving items of the sea¬ 
son that can be retrieved 
through a computerized 
chute. For example, for 
the holidays, that would in¬ 
clude iPads and swimsuits 
for the summer 
“By mid-November, this 
place will be humming,” 
said Justen Traweek, Wal- 
Mart’s vice president of e- 
commerce operations and 
fulfillment. 

Other retailers also have 
built new warehouses to 
meet demand; 

— Home Depot opened 
its third and largest ware¬ 
house in Troy, Ohio, in Sep¬ 
tember to handle online or¬ 
ders. Together, these ware¬ 
houses will allow Home De¬ 


pot to ship to 90 percent of 
shoppers within two days. 

— Macy’s new facility, 
which recently opened in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, will en¬ 
able the retailer to send 
90 percent of packages in 
central western states with¬ 
in two days. 

By year’s end, Macy’s says 
the chain will be able to 
deliver packages within 
two days overall, faster 
than its standard of three 
to six days. 

— Target opened two new 
warehouses this year. It also 
is now shipping products 
from 462 of its 1,800 stores, 
up from 150 a year ago. 
Target said online shoppers 
are likely to get deliveries 
within two days if the prod¬ 
uct is delivered from the 
store, compared with four 
days from the warehouse. 
Target also launched a 
program that enables it to 
let shoppers know a pre¬ 
cise delivery date. That’s 
instead of offering a wide 
delivery window of four to 
six days, for example. 

— Nordstrom opened a 
third warehouse in Eliza¬ 
bethtown, Pennsylvania, 
to handle online orders. 
That will eventually allow 
the chain to deliver orders 
to half of its customers in 
two days. 

“You know our friends in 
Seattle continue to set the 
standard,” Mike Koppel, 
Nordstrom's chief finan¬ 
cial officer, told investors 
in September, referring to 
Amazon. “In order to be 
an exemplar in that, you’re 
going to have to invest in 
that because that’s what 
people are going to ex¬ 
pect.” 

For its part, Amazon, which 
has 50 U.S. warehouses 
that typically house millions 
of products, is building a 
facility in Kent, Washington 
that will house 20 percent 
more items. □

Retail giant Wal-Mart on 
Wednesday said it is brac¬ 
ing for its profit to take a hit 
as it works to fend off com- 
pefition from fradifional 
grocers, dollar stores and 
Amazon.com. The com¬ 
pany said its profit will fall 
in its next fiscal year and 
sales in the current year 
will be flat because of un¬ 
favorable currency ex¬ 
change rates.

Deutsche Bank to restructure divisions, management 


BERLIN (AP) — Germany’s 
biggest bank, Deutsche 
Bank AG, said Sunday that 
it is restructuring its divisions 
and making changes to 
its management structure 
in an effort to streamline 
its business. The bank’s cor¬ 
porate banking and se¬ 
curities division will be split 
in two, and its asset and 
wealth management divi¬ 
sion also will be divided into 


separate units. The compa¬ 
ny’s management structure 
also will be overhauled. It 
will scrap its group execu¬ 
tive committee, a body 
that includes the bank’s 
top executives as well as re¬ 
gional and other represen¬ 
tatives, and slightly expand 
its management board. In 
addition, it will abolish 10 
of fhe current 16 manage¬ 
ment board committees. 


and several top managers 
will shift positions or leave. 
Deutsche Bank said the 
aim is “to reduce complex¬ 
ity of fhe bank’s manage- 
menf strucfure, enabling it 
to better meet client de¬ 
mands and requirements 
of supervisory aufhorifies.” 
The decision of a supervi¬ 
sory board meeting is the 
latest shake-up following

Match Group is a unit 
of lAC/InterActiveCorp, 
which is controlled by bil¬ 
lionaire Barry Diller. lAC/ 
InterActiveCorp will still 
have majority control of 
Match after the offering. If 
also owns Web properties 
like Vimeo, HomeAdvisor, 
About.com and Colleg- 
eHumor. 

Match Group says it has 
turned a profit in each of 
the last three years. The 
Dallas-based company 
says it had $1 billion in rev¬ 
enue over the 12 months 
ended June 30. Before the 
end of the year it expects 
to buy yet another site, 
PlentyOfFish, for $575 mil¬ 
lion. 

According fo a filing with 
regulators, as of Sep. 30 
Match had about 59 mil¬ 
lion active monthly users, 
4.7 million of them paid, us¬ 
ing its “dating products” in 
38 languages in more than 
190 countries. 

The filing comes at a time 
of slowing IPO acfivify be¬ 
cause of concerns abouf 
fhe healfh of fhe global 
economy, which has led fo 
furmoil on Wall Sfreef. 

IPOs are currently at their 
slowest pace in about four 
years, according to Renais¬ 
sance Capital, and many 
of the companies that 
have gone public have 
seen their stocks start trad¬ 
ing at lower prices than 
they had hoped.

Europe’s allure: Investors pour billions into the continent

NEW YORK (AP) — Europe 
has been a land of disap¬ 
pointment for years for in¬ 
vestors. And they can’t get 
enough of it. 

Investors are so hot for 
the continent that made 
"debt crisis" and “auster¬ 
ity” everyday terms that 
they've plowed more than 
$30 billion this year into mu¬ 
tual funds and exchange- 
traded funds that focus on 
European stocks, a rela¬ 
tively niche category that 
has $81 billion in total as¬ 
sets. The move is part of a 
broader migration into for¬ 
eign stock funds and away 
from many U.S. stock funds, 
which have been some of 
the best performers since 
the financial crisis. 

Several motivations are be¬ 
hind the shift, including the 
desire to make portfolios 
less U.S.-reliant and more 
like the global stock mar¬ 
ket. The fits and starts for 
European stocks in recent 
years have also opened 
up another attraction, par¬ 
ticularly when compared 
against a U.S. market that 
has gone nearly straight up 
for years until recently: Vive 
la valuation. 

“I think it's a fairly logical 
shift: People are seeing 
more value outside the 
U.S. than inside the U.S.,” 
says Rob Lovelace. He is 
a senior member of the 
management committee 
of Capital Group, whose 
American Funds fam¬ 
ily is home to some of the 
largest international stock 
funds. 

The flows into Europe have 
been erratic. When wor¬ 
ries have flared about Eu¬ 
rope’s debt troubles, Rus¬ 
sia’s involvement in the 
Ukraine or how European 
exporters will cope with 
a weak global economy, 
dollars have headed out 
of the region. Those risks 
remain, as does the pos¬ 
sibility that a weaker euro 
could dilute returns for U.S. 
investors. 

Here’s a look at what’s at¬ 
tracting investors to Euro¬ 
pean stock funds, as well 
as considerations that 
need to be made before 
joining the crowd. 


— Defeating the “home 
bias” 

Invest in what you know. 
It’s a phenomenon around 


stock funds over the same 
time. 

— Valuations are cheaper 
The surge for U.S. stocks

the world, and people 
tend to invest heavily in 
stocks from their home 
country. 

That’s why foreign stocks 
make up small portions of 
many U.S. investors’ port¬ 
folios, even though they 
make up close to half 
the global market.

Investors pulled a net $7 
billion from U.S. stock funds 
from the beginning of this 
year through August, ac¬ 
cording to Morningstar. 
They pumped nearly $210 
billion into international 


since 2009 means they’re 
more expensive relative 
to how much profit they’re 
producing. The S&P 500 set 
its record high this summer 
and trades at about 16 
times its expected earn¬ 
ings per share. 

European stocks, mean¬ 
while, have been on a 
bumpier ride.

the United States. 

— The economy is improv¬ 
ing 

After shrinking in 2012 and 
2013, the euro area’s econ¬ 
omy returned to growth 
last year. This year, growth 
is set to accelerate to 1.5 
percent, and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund ex¬ 
pects it to improve again 
next year to 1.6 percent. 
That’s lower than the ex¬ 
pected U.S. growth rate of 
2.8 percent in 2016, but Eu¬ 
rope’s economy is earlier in 
its recovery. The European 
Central Bank is still in stimu¬ 


lus mode, while the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve has already 
halted its bond-buying 
program and is discussing 
when to raise interest rates. 

— Profits are playing 
catch-up 

Profitability for European 
companies is well behind 
U.S. companies. If they can 
close that gap, European 
stocks have room to rise, 
says Dan Ison, portfolio 
manager at the Columbia 
European Equity fund. 
Corporate profits usually 
set records during each 
economic cycle, and 
that's been the case in the 
United States during this 
expansion. But European 
corporate profits are still 
below where they were 
before the 2008 financial 
crisis. Now that Europe’s 
economy is slowly improv¬ 
ing, Ison expects earnings 
growth to accelerate. 

That has him looking for 
companies that do lots 
of business within Europe 
to benefit from the growth. 
His fund owns construction 
and media companies, for 
example. One of its big¬ 
gest holdings is Ryanair, a 
discount airline that serves 
leisure travelers around Eu¬ 
rope. 

— Currency and other risks 
One danger of dropping 
the "home bias” is that 
investors may introduce 
a new form of risk to their 
portfolios. When the euro 
or Swiss franc fall in val¬ 
ue, it can erode or even 
wipe out returns for inves¬ 
tors counting their perfor¬

Delta Air Lines Inc. tops 3Q profit forecasts

Cheaper fuel helped Del¬ 
ta Air Lines Inc. shrug off a 
slight decline in revenue 
and post sharply higher 
third-quarter net income 
of $1.32 billion. 

The profit announced last 
week was slightly bet¬ 
ter than Wall Street ex¬ 
pected. Delta’s shares 
rose more than 2 percent 
in afternoon trading on 
Wednesday. 

The third quarter includes 
much of the busy sum¬ 


mer-vacation season 
when airlines are most 
profitable. Delta predict¬ 
ed that it would continue 
to rack up healthy mar¬ 
gins into the winter on the 
combination of cheaper 
fuel and solid demand for 
travel. 

“We expect that strong 
performance to continue 
in the December quar¬ 
ter,” said CEO Richard An¬ 
derson. 

On a conference call with 
analysts, Anderson com¬ 
pared Delta’s financial 


performance to industrial 
companies such as 3M — 
by notable omission, not 
against other airlines. 
Airlines are among the 
biggest beneficiaries of 
the slump in oil prices that 
began in mid-2014. Delta 
burned more than 1 billion 
gallons in the third quarter 
and saved more than $1 
per gallon over last year’s 
price. 

Delta’s fuel spending 
plunged 38 percent, a 
savings of more than $1.1 
billion. 


Passengers got a small 
break from the cheaper 
fuel, as the average fare 
per mile dropped 5 per¬ 
cent. 

Delta, however, banked 
two-thirds of the fuel sav¬ 
ings as profit. It didn’t have 
to cut fares more deeply 
because demand for trav¬ 
el remained solid — many 
planes were packed. The 
average flight in the quar¬ 
ter was 86.8 percent full, 
a level that would have 
been unimaginable a few 
years ago.Q

MILAN (AP) — A judge from 
Guinness World Records 
has certified a 122-meter- 
long (400-foot-long) ba¬ 
guette baked at the Milan 
Expo 2015 World’s Fair as 
the longest in the world. 
Some 60 French and Italian 
bakers worked nearly sev¬ 
en hours Sunday to bake 
the French bread charac¬ 
terized by its soft middle 
and crusty exterior, me¬ 
thodically moving a spe¬ 
cially designed portable 
oven along the length of 
the doughy preparation. 
The bakers worked at a 
rate of 20 meters (66 feet) 
an hour, their progress 
complicated by working 
outdoors and the biggest 
challenge to avoid any 
breakage. 

“It’s very difficult to do a 
big baguette because we 
are outside, you know, the 
temperature, it’s cold and 
we are outside so for the 
dough it’s not easy," said 
Dominique Anract, one of 
the bakers and owner of 
the La Pompadour bak¬ 
ery in Paris. Putting a plas¬ 
tic cover over the dough 
helped. 

The Italian maker of Nutella, 
Ferrero, backed the enter¬ 
prise to beat the 111 -meter 
(364-foot) record held by a 
French supermarket chain. 
Once certified as a record- 
breaker, the baguette was 


cut and smeared with 
Nutella to share with the 
hundreds of Expo goers 
who celebrated the re¬ 
cord. 

It was at least the fourth 


world record declared 
during the six-month Expo, 
which closes Oct. 31, in¬ 
cluding the longest pizza 
at 1.5954 kilometers, or 
nearly a mile long.Q

TUCSON, Arizona (AP) — 

An auction on eBay allows 
the public to moke o dit- 
ferent kind of purchase. Up 
for sole: naming rights to o 
new insect. 

A moth that weighs less 
than on ounce (28 grams) 
and measures about an 
inch (2.5 centimeters) was 
discovered eight years 
ago at White Sands Na¬ 
tional Monument in New 
Mexico by entomologist 
Eric H. Metzier. 

The rigorous process to 
hove o new species ap¬ 
proved has token several 
years, but now Metzier, 
o volunteer at the pork, 
is ready to give his flying 
friend a name. 

That honor is usually be¬ 
stowed on the person who 
mode the finding. 


But Metzier wanted to give 
bock to the Western Na¬ 
tional Porks Association, 
which has funded some of 


his research. So he asked 
the organization to start on 
online auction for the nam¬ 
ing rights and to take the 


proceeds. 

“I am not o rich man and I 
don’t hove o lot of money 
to give to charity but this is 
the way I could give them 
money in the form of ser¬ 
vice. I could use my brains 
to help them," Metzier said. 
The auction went live Satur¬ 
day on eBay and ends Oct. 
23. Bidding starts of $500. 
“When ore you ever go¬ 
ing to hove the oppor¬ 
tunity to hove your own 
moth named otter you?" 
said Amy Reichgott, devel¬ 
opment manager for the 
Western Notional Porks As¬ 
sociation. The winner will 
work with Metzier to Lati¬ 
nize the name. An interna¬ 
tional organization has to 
approve the name. Others 
hove auctioned off naming 
rights with varied success. 
Lost year. Novo Southeast¬ 
ern University, for example. 


auctioned off the naming 
rights to o newly discov¬ 
ered type of sea lily. 

The university’s public af¬ 
fairs department touted it 
os o once-in-o-lifetime op¬ 
portunity, suggesting it was 
the perfect holiday gift that 
would also help benefit the 
school’s Oceanographic 
Center.

Rat race: With complaints on rise, NYC redoubles efforts

NEW YORK (AP) — To many 
in New York City, the rots 
ore winning The city’s com¬ 
plaint hotline is on pace for 
o record year of rot calls, 
exceeding the more than 
24,000 over each of the lost 
two years. Blistering audits 
hove faulted efforts to fight 
what one official called o 
“rot crisis.” And even jad¬ 
ed New Yorkers were both 
disgusted and a little im¬ 
pressed by “Pizza Rat,” the 
plucky rodent in a recent vi¬ 
ral YouTube clip seen drag¬ 


ging o large cheese slice 
down o subway stairwell. 
Nora Prentice, who lives on 
Manhattan’s Upper West 
Side, has repeatedly com¬ 
plained to the city about o 
colony of about 200 rots in 
o neighborhood park. 

“It’s like the Burning Mon of 
rots," she said. “They’re just 
sitting there in o lawn choir 
waiting for you. . I don’t 
know what the city con do 
about this rot condomini¬ 
um. It’s really gross." 
Prentice said that she 
avoids the area because 
of the rots and that com¬ 


plaints she filed with the city 
were closed otter officials 
told her they were “working 
on the problem.” 

“It means you can’t lay 
down and relax in that 
pork,” she said. “What kind 
of on answer is this?” 

Such gripes hove found on 
advocate in Comptroller 
Scott Stringer, the city’s top 
financial officer, who has 
token on the self-appoint¬ 
ed role of rot czar. In sepa¬ 
rate audits over the post 
two years, he has criticized 
the city’s health depart¬ 
ment for not responding 


quickly enough to rot com¬ 
plaints, and the Metropoli¬ 
tan Transportation Author¬ 
ity, which runs the subways, 
for not cleaning stations 
more regularly. Such break¬ 
downs, he soys, hove al¬ 
lowed rots to thrive. 

“I’ve seen rots walking up¬ 
right, saying, ‘Good morn¬ 
ing, Mr. Comptroller,”’ he 
said. “It’s unsightly to see 
rots running through neigh¬ 
borhoods like they actu¬ 
ally bought o co-op some¬ 
where.” New York officials 
who hove been fighting 
the battle for decades soy 


rising complaint numbers 
don’t mean there ore more 
rots, and they argue the 
rot population has actually 
been holding steady the 
post few years. 

A Columbia University 
doctoral student using sta¬ 
tistical analysis lost year 
estimated the number of 
rots in the city at 2 million, 
claiming to debunk o pop¬ 
ular theory that there is one 
rot for each of the city’s 8.4 
million people. But scientists 
and city officials soy it’s im¬ 
possible to accurately esti¬ 
mate the number. □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 

Scare-seeking audiences 
preferred the family-friend¬ 
ly “Goosebumps" over the 
gothic horror of Guillermo 
del Toro’s haunted house 
pic “Crimson Peak” two 
weekends out from Hal¬ 
loween. 

Sony's “Goosebumps,” 
based on the popular 
book series, earned $23.5 
million out of the gates to 
take the first-place spot, 
while del Toro’s “Crimson 
Peak” languished of fourth 
with $12.8 million. 
“Goosebumps” also man¬ 
aged to beat “The Mar¬ 
tian” by a hair, pushing Rid¬ 
ley Scott’s space adven¬ 
ture to the second-place 
spot for the first time in its 
three-week run with $21.5 
million. 

Starring Jack Black as au¬ 
thor R.L. Stine, “Goose¬ 
bumps” cost a reported 
$58 million to produce. 
Audiences, 59 percent 
of whom were under the 
age of 25, gave the film a 
promising “A” CinemaS- 
core, and reviews have 
been mostly favorable for 
the PG-rated pic. 

“It’s set up so well for not 
only this weekend, but for 
the rest of the fall,” said 
Rory Bruer, Sony’s presi¬ 
dent of worldwide distribu¬ 
tion. “The word of mouth is 
just terrific. I think we were 
able to convey how much 
fun the film is for the en-

tire family, no matter what 
their age.” 

The Halloween-timing 
didn’t necessarily help 
“Crimson Peak,” though. 
The Legendary film, distrib¬ 
uted by Universal, failed to 
attract a significant audi¬ 
ence in its debut. Those 
who did turn out gave the 
film a lousy B- CinemaS- 
core. 

It’s one of del Toro’s low¬ 
est wide openings; 1997’s 
“Mimic" earned only $7.8 
million in its first weekend in 
theaters. 

One of the issues is that 
the movie, starring Mia 
Wasikowska, Jessica Chas¬ 
tain and Tom Hiddleston, is 


rated R, and therefore has 
a more limited audience. 
Also, despite promises of 
a haunted house, the film, 
which cost a reported $55 
million to produce, is more 
of a gothic romance than 
a classic horror. 

“It’s not a slasher movie, it’s 
not a PG-13 movie aimed 
at the date crowd. It’s 
more of a sophisticated 
movie,” said Paul Derga- 
rabedian, Rentrak’s senior 
media analyst. 

“Del Toro has passionate 
fans for films that give this 
sort of approach to top¬ 
ics,” said Nick Carpou, 
Universal’s president of 
domestic distribution. In 


an exit poll, 45 percent of 
respondents said that they 
went because it was a del 
Toro movie. But that fan¬ 
dom, it seems, is limited in 
box-office impact. 

Also on the lower end, 
Steven Spielberg’s well- 
received cold-war thriller 
“Bridge of Spies,” mean¬ 
while, debuted in third- 
place with $15.4 million 
from 2,811 theaters. 

Despite the PG-13 rating, 
audiences for the $40 mil¬ 
lion film starring Tom Hanks 
were overwhelmingly 
adult. An estimated 88 per¬ 
cent were over the age of 
25, according to a Rentrak 
survey.

theatrical numbers are 
not impressive. “Beasts 
of No Nation” brought in 
$50,699 from the 31 loca¬ 
tions for a $1,635 per-the- 
ater average. 

Paul Dergarabedian, se¬ 
nior media analyst for box 
office tracker Rentrak, 
says the film was “more 


of a test case scenario” 
and “was going to have a 
rough go in theaters any¬ 
way.” 


Bleecker Street handled 
the theatrical release. 
The film cost $6 million to 
produce.Q 


“This is a movie that will 
have a very long life in 
theaters. Older audiences 
won’t rush out and may 
even wait until mid-week 
to see the film in theaters," 
Dergarabedian said. 

“It’s a very solid start and 
is setting it up for a really 
great run overall,” said 
Dave Hollis, Disney’s ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of 
distribution. 

“Bridge of Spies,” like other 
adult-themed films, will be 
playing the long game 
across the fall and the be¬ 
ginning of awards season. 
“We have to look at the fall 
movie season as a mara¬ 
thon, not a sprint like sum¬ 
mer,” Dergarabedian said. 
“Beasts of No Nation,” 
meanwhile, failed to ignite 
a day and date revolution. 
The film, produced by Netf¬ 
lix, debuted simultaneously 
on the streaming platform 
and in theaters Friday. Its 
earned only $50,699 from 
31 theaters for a lack¬ 
luster $1,635 per theater 
average. □
